NEW YORK SOLDIER VOTE. 


Fighters in the Philippines Will Make 
Slight Changes in Results. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.—New York is the 
only state which has given its soldiers fight- 
ng in the Philippines an opportunity to ex- 
ercise the right of suffrage. There are more 
7.000 volunteers in the Philippines, 
98.000 regulars. It is estimated 
that 7000 men enlisted from New York state 
and if any of the congressional districts are 
especially those in the vicinity of 
Fort Niagara, where the Second regiment 
was recruited, the vote of the soldiers in 
the Philippines, will have an important ef- 
fect.

CHILD LABOR. 


John Mitchell of the Miners’ Union, the man who won the 
anthracite coal strike, said to an assembly of workingmen 
in Brooklyn Monday night: “I'd rather be able to take the 
‘breaker’ boys out of the mines and put them in school than 
“Name the President of the United States.” 

The rescue of young children from killing toil is an ambi- 
tion worthy the labor unions. They can do no better or hu- 
Mmaner work. 

Modern conditions somehow require child labor, but nobody 
thinks of defending it from a social point of view. The wel- 
fare of society depends upon a healthy, vigorous manhood 
and womanhood. But if children are deprived of their play- 
time and put to work at an age when they should be in 
#chool and in the’ playgrounds they cannot be expected to de- 
velop the best qualities of men and women. 

No doubt present conditions are only temporary. We may 
expect to outgrow the necessity of child labor. But mean- 
while every effort should be made to mitigate the evil. 


“We need a purified city,” says the Citizens’ Improvement 
Association. All over the city such associations will have 
to be organized if there is to be any purification. And they 


doubdly an unwillingness to accept Mr. Bryan's entire plat- 
form’ was more of a factor in determining the voters of large 
masses in the East and Centra] West than a desire to indorse 
Mr. McKinley's colonial and foreign policies.
